Egan’s counsel, Thomas Bond, 
sought to show, in cross-question- 
ing Miss Ulrich, that Egan and 
other utility officers had openly 
opposed passage of the Holding 
Company Act, appearing at con- 
gressional hearings, so that there 
would have been no reason to de- 
stroy records of the company’s op- 
position to the legislation; also 
that Egan was in Europe with his 
family through the summer of 
1935. 

Miss Ulrich said she remembered 
the fact of Egan’s appearing at 
congressional hearings, in opposi- 
tion to the bill; also the fact of his 
absence in Europe in 1935. Bond 
asked her if it was not a practice 
to clean out the company’s files at 
certain times, and if the absence of 
“the boss” would not furnish a 
good time for such revision of the 
records. Her answers as to these 
points were inconclusive. She tes- 
tified Friday that she saw two em- 
ployes of Egan's office cleaning 
out Egan’s files, shortly after 
Boehm had told her that Fogarty 
had ordered records of the com- 
pany’s fight on the Holding Com- 
pany’ Act to be removed. 

Miss Ulrich gaid that when she 
was secretary to Boehm she re 
ceived a salary of $285 a month, 
which she believed to be more than 
any other Union Electric secretary 
got. Asked by Bond if she “per- 
formed any special services” for 
Boehm, she replied: “I think 
everything we've been talking 
about shows that I was entitled to 
a higher salary than the rest of 
the girls.

Miss Ulrich said she is now sec- 
retary to Prof, Roy 8. Glasgow, 
head of the electrical engineering 
department at Washington Univer- 
sity, at $125 a month, 

Asked if she had been questioned 
by SEC examiners when the SEC 
investigation of Union Electric 
first began, she said she had not. 
She had twice been questioned by 
Franklin. Lincoln, the North Amer- 
ican attorney sent here to make 
an inquiry for North American, 
she said. 

She said she had appeared before 
SEC examiners with Boehm in 
Washington recently. Asked if she 
went there “in Boehm’s interest,” 
she said: “Not exactly.”

The study found that although 
“specific authority originally dele- 
gated to the President by Congress 
has been sub-delegated to various 
agencies, ultimate control resides 
in the hands of the commander-in- 
chief.” 

“His reluctance to relinquish au- 
thority and place more responsibil- 
ity upon his lieutenants,” it con- 
tinued, “resulted in such wide span 
of control ‘as to jeopardize effi- 
ciency of the defense effort.” : 

The study was made for the coun- 
cil, a private research organization, 
by Dr. Albert Lee Sturm of the 
University of Michigan faculty. 
Dr. Sturm conducted a year’s re- 
search here under a co-operative 
fellowship of Duke University and 
Brookings Institution. 

“Threats. of economic disaster 
during the early years of the Roose- 
velt administration prompted the 
passage of legislation by Congress 
vesting broad powers in the Presi- 
dent,” the study said. 

“The outbreak of war in Europe 
in 1989 resulted in the delegation 
ef additional powers to the execu-:

“These grants, supplemented by

Certainly, the British position in North 
Africa and in the Middle Hast, especially as this 
depends on men and materials from Australia, will 
be grievously weakened. And Russia may find all 
its southern gateways—through Persia, India and 
China—closed. Its whole great land mass may be 
virtually under siege. 

What can be done to prevent the completion of 
this. vast intercontinental pincers movement is be- 
yond the province of the layman. He must put his 
trust in military and naval minds. He can only de- 
termine to strive with might and main to furnish 
them with whatever they require for the task. :

To hide his ignorance, he may affect boredom or torment some 
of his classmates. 
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ONE OF THE secrets of successful teaching involves giv- 
ing every child an opportunity to try. How can this be 4ac- 
complished? By employing the objective type of examination! 
For 25 years we have been using this form of quiz in our 
university psychology departments. Now the other depart- 
ments employ it, including our medical schools. Any successful 
educational method of the public schovls should immediately 
be carried over to the Sunday School. There is no justifica- 
tion for the church school to lag behind public edacation. The 
favorite type of objective quiz is called the “multiple choice,” 
wherein .the correct. answer is listed among several that. are 
wrong. For example: “The man who lost his sight on the 
road to Damascus was Solomon—Jonah—Saul—Judas.” By 
such a type of quiz, we have injected competition, for even the 
dullard can make a try at the answer, At least, he can at- 
tempt to beat the law of chance, so he more eagerly takes part. 
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HAVING UNDERLINED one of the four answers, his in- 
terest is maintained until the final check-up, for he wants to 
know whether he guessed correctly. The widespread popular 
interest in quiz programs, show that people are basically hun- 
gry for knowledge if it can be presented to them in an attrac- 
tive wrapper. A Sunday School teacher or her pupils cer- 
tainly can gain access to a typewriter during the week, and 
type off enough copies of such an objective quiz to meet the 
needs of the class.

LOTHES in this emergency will 
more and more have to be se- 
lected for warmth, for adapt- 
ability of the garment to varied 
occasions, for length of wear—less 
for pure adornment alone. . But 
utilitarian clothes don’t have to be

The new work and defense ac- 
tivities of women call for warm 
outdoor garments, comfortable 
shoes. In keeping warm on cold 
air raid warden walks, for ex- 


. ample, the coat should be warm 


but. not too heavy, and preferably 
wind-proof. Beneath this may be 
worn lightweight but warm woolen 
garments such as sweaters, which 
may be shed if the mereury rises. 
The undergarments in cold 
weather walks should be of a type 
that don’t retain moisture—hence 
wool is not so desirable next to 
the skin. When you perspire, wool- 
en undergarments become damp 
and may. cause. chilling as you 
cool off. 
In addition to being comfortable 
for long hours of standing or 
walking, shoes for outdoor war- 
time work should not be too tight. 
Tight shoes slow up the circula- 
tion and the feet become cold more 
quickly—and cold feet predispose 
to colds. Stockings should be warm
